. City’s Beautification Sought in 


Request for Change in 
Water Charges 





More water at the present min- 
imum rate for use in the mainte- 
nance of flower gardens and lawns 
around Upland homes was re- 
quested of the Upland city council 
last night. 

Since the water level in the Chi- 
no basin is gradually going down, 
however, Richard G. Manley, city 
manager, recommended that neo 
change be made to encourage the 
use of more water at present. He 
‘was asked by the council to make 
a study of the situation. 

SEEKS IMPROVEMENT 

In a letter to the council, Clif- 
ford D. Jellison, 1508 West Eightn 
street, suggested that ob city 
cooperate to encourage residents 
to improve their properties. 

“There are a great many people 
who let their lawns and yard, go 
in the summer time because their 
water runs over the minimum”, 
Mr, Jellison wrote in part. “Why 


not give the peopde half again as 


much water for the same amoun,. 
of money? 

“While the present water rate 
may compare very favorably with 
rates in other cities, the fact re- 
mains that it really costs money 
for individual property owners to 
do much in the way of raising 
flowers and shrubbery and in 
maintaining a nice lawn”. 

Mr, Manley said that some ad- 
justment of the water rates 
might be feasible in the future. On 
the other hand, if far more water 
is consumed than is obtained in 
rainfall, the time might come 
when the supply might have to 
be obtained from the Metropolitan 
Water District, the official point- 
ed out. 

MONTHLY REPORTS 

In a monthly report of the wa | 
ter department to the council, it 
was revealed that the sum of 
$4,711.76 was paid by the depart- 
ment into the city’s general fund. 
This money was termed a “fran- 
chise tax’ on the department to 
the city—the same as the tax 
might be if the department was 
privately owned.

Large Spring Crop Being Sent 
{ To Packing Houses for 
| Storage, Sales 











What is probably the biggest 
pick of lemons of the year is be- 
ing taken from trees in this dis- 
trict now, according to L. R. Brad- 
ley, manager of the Upland Lem- 
|on Growers association. The ex- 
| ceptionally large crop in the early 
spring months usually follows a 
warm winter, it is explained. 

With increase in picking, the 
picking crews at the local house 
have been increased from 250 to 
275 workers. A_ considerable 
quantity of the fruit now being 
picked is not of sufficiently good 
quality to be shipped to eastern 
markets, and must be sold locally 

|or turned over to the lemon by- 
| products plant. 

The quality, generally, though, 
iis better than often picked at this 

time of year. and much of it can 
be put into storage and held for 
the summer market. 

Present market for lemons in 
the east is “easier”, resulting from 
| larger quantities of fruit being 
i shipped. The pro-rate on lemons 
| within the exchange has been put 
into effect again. 
| With heavy shipments continu- 
ing, there seems to be no immed- 
late prospect of exceptionally high 
i prices for lemons, according to 
Mr. Bradley. 

; However, storage of lemons is 

| only moderately heavy. In the 

| Upland house the storage is 215 
carloads. 

Fruit now coming from the 
trees is quite free from pest dam- 

| age, says: Mr, Bradley.
